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Man who arranged to meet a 
15-year-old for sex avoids jail 

Ex-ambulance worker given suspended sentenced after guilty plea to grooming

AN ambulance technician from 
Harlow who arranged to meet a 
15-year-old boy in a supermarket 
car park and invited him to a “sex 
party” has avoided jail. 

Stephen Youens, 52, formerly of 
Five Acres, contacted a fake 
account on gay dating app Grindr 
and arranged to meet up with a 
boy, who he believed to be 15 years 
old. 

An investigative journalist 
used Grindr to pose as a child. 

On October 10, at around 
9.40am the reporter was on his 
fake profile named ‘Young’, when 
he was contacted by another pro¬ 
file named ‘NSAtoday’, which was 
Youens’ account. 



Conversation 

Prosecuting, Raj Joshi, told the 
court that the pair became 
involved in a discussion and the 
conversation moved onto where 
each other lived and their sexual 
preferences. 

Having said he was 15, the fake 
account holder then asked for a 
face picture, which the defendant 
sent one over. 

The defendant said he was 42 
and the fake profile user again 
confirmed he was 
15 and they 
began dis¬ 
cussing 
what would 
take place 
when they 
met 
includ¬ 
ing the 
mention 
of a sex 
party. 

The fake 
account user 
asked: 

“Where

we going?” to which Youens 
replied: “You can come back to 
mine. I’m genuine and 100 per 
cent safe.” 

He replied: “Okay I’m a bit 
nervous but won’t let 
you down.” 

A stock 
photo of a 
teenage 
boy was 


sent and Youens sent another 
photo back to him. 

They talked about getting cof¬ 
fee and Youens told him he had 
brought protection and lube. 

The fake account asked: “Am I 
right, you mean meet for sex 
yeah?” to which Youens replied: 
“Yeah if you want,” and they 
agreed to meet in the Aldi car 
park in Harlow. 


Police were informed that the 
defendant was in the car park and 
they attended the scene. 

The conversation between the 
fake account user and Youens 
took a different turn after he saw 
somebody in black following him 
and get out a car. 

Having seen the officers 
approaching the vehicle, which 
was an Audi, he drove off from 


the scene. 

His photo was posted on Face- 
book by the fake boy’s account, 
asking if anyone knew who he 
was. 

The man was identified as 
Youens and he was arrested by 
police. 

When arrested, Youens claimed 
he had been at home on the day of 
the incident waiting for a wash¬ 


ing machine repair man to come 
round. 

He provided an invoice which 
was dated for October 6 - four 
days before the incident. 

On November 8, he admitted 
attempting to meet a boy under 16 
following grooming. 

Mitigating for Youens, James 
Bones said: “This was an attempt, 
thankfully no child was actually 
involved. 

“He is a 52-year-old man with no 
previous convictions and a pre¬ 
vious good character. Obviously, 
there must be a darker side to him 
from the Grindr discussion. 

“He is the author of his own 
ruin and he must take respons¬ 
ibility for what he did. He has lost 
his good name, lost his employ¬ 
ment and he has moved out of the 
area. 

“I would ask for a suspended 
order to address the need of this 
man and to ensure future pro¬ 
tection that he has rehabilit¬ 
ated.” 

Children 

Sentencing Youens, Judge 
Lynch said: “Any adult who con¬ 
tacts children this way will feel 
the full force of the law. 

“Thankfully, there was no child 
involved. If there had been it 
would almost certainly be an 
immediate custodial sentence. 

“You are a lucky man. Rest 
assured the court takes the pro¬ 
tection of children very seriously 
and those who put children in risk 
are dealt with in the appropriate 
way. 

“It will serve the public better, 
not to send you to prison.” 

At Chelmsford Crown court last 
Thursday, Judge Lynch sentenced 
Youens to 18 months in jail, sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

He must take part in a sex 
offender rehabilitation pro¬ 
gramme and 20 days rehabilit¬ 
ation activity. 

He was also made subject of a 
sexual harm prevention order 
for ten years and placed on the 
Sex Offenders Register for ten 
years.

Mum ‘forced to

A HARLOW mum has criticised her local GP after 
she said she was forced to leave the surgery because 
her ill son was crying too loudly. 

Jenna Mckinney, 39, who lives in Church Langley, 
took her son Junaid to Church Langley Medical 
Practice after she had arranged an emergency 
appointment when he came out in a rash and was 
not eating. 

With Junaid in her arms, she rushed down to the 
surgery and waited to be called in by one of the 
doctors. 

But to her shock, Jenna said she was then told to 
leave in front of a packed waiting room by a doctor 
who had complained that Junaid was making too 
much noise. 

She said: “My little boy had come up in a rash so I 
arranged an emergency appointment. 

“We got there on time and waited for his name to

come up on the monitor. 

“But then this irate doctor came out and told me 
that he was making too much noise. 

“He did not ask me who I was there to see and it 
was in front of a full waiting room.” 

Jenna and Junaid had already moved away from 
the main waiting area to try and limit the noise they 
were making. 

It later transpired that Junaid had hand, foot and 
mouth disease, a common infection that causes 
mouth ulcers and spots in the hands and feet. 

Serious 

“I did not know at the time what he had, but it 
could have been something more serious like men¬ 
ingitis,” Jenna added. 

“Any parent knows that when a child is sick they 
cry and are difficult to soothe. 

“You should not send people away just because 
they are crying.” 

Jenna has been registered as a patient at Church 
Langley for seven years, and up until now has not 
had a problem. 

“I don’t really have a problem with the surgery as 
a whole, it is just this one doctor who was so rude to 
us.” 

Jenna has complained to NHS England and the 
local health authority. 

The surgery has been contacted for comment but 
has not yet responded.

Children locked in school 
after woman is assaulted 


Parent says there was blood on the ground and police on the scene

SCHOOLCHILDREN were locked 
inside their classrooms for their 
safety when a group of men 
assaulted a woman outside a 
primary school in Harlow. 

The incident took place outside 
Hare Street Primary School, 
along Little Grove Road. 

The men approached the 
woman shortly after 2.30pm on 
Monday, and one of them assaul¬ 
ted her with what was believed to 
be a metal pole. 


Aggressive 
attacker 
left victim 
for dead 

A WOMAN who repeatedly 
stabbed a man, cut his throat 
and left him for dead could face 
life behind bars. 

Kelly Gentry, 46, has been on 
trial at Chelmsford Crown Court 
charged with the attempted 
murder of a man in his 60s. 

Gentry, who denied the charge, 
was cleared of attempted murder 
by a jury on Monday. 

But the jurors unanimously 
found her guilty of the alternate 
offence of committing grievous 
bodily harm with intent 
following a six-day trial. 

On the evening of June 23, 
Gentry went to the home of her 
victim, referred to only as Mr 
Marlborough, in Wellesley Road, 
in Clacton, where she became 
aggressive and demanded money. 

She proceeded to threaten her 
victim with a knife before 
stabbing him in the stomach, 
shoulder and chest before 
slashing his throat. 

Mr Marlborough passed out 
but came to at around 5.30am 
when he alerted a neighbour 
who called the emergency 
services. 

Investigation 

A police investigation led to 
Gentry, of no fixed address, being 
arrested in Harlow on July 1 and 
subsequently charged with 
attempted murder. 

Gentry looked nervous as she 
sat in the dock awaiting the 
verdict from the jury foreman. 

Jacqueline Carey, mitigating 
for Gentry, spoke with Judge 
Christopher Morgan about the 
need for a psychiatric report to 
be completed to assess her 
client’s “dangerousness”. 

It was also revealed that 
Gentry’s previous conviction for 
a similar offence could result in 
her receiving a life sentence. 

Before sending the defendant 
back to prison, Judge Morgan 
said: “You were the last person 
to be seen with Mr Marlborough. 

“There is no doubt that you 
stabbed him. The jury have 
acquitted you of attempted 
murder. 

“You will serve a significant 
sentence of imprisonment, if not 
a life sentence.” 

Gentry is due to be sentenced 
in February. 


Ran off 

The men then ran off towards 
Harbers Road and the Harvey 
Centre. 

Sarah, a parent who was col¬ 
lecting her children, said: “I went 
to pick the children up and the 
gates were all shut. 

“Three police cars were there 
and loads of officers outside. 

“A lot of blood [was] outside the 
school and we were told [that they 


had to] lock the children in the 
school. 

“Not telling anybody what went 
on exactly, there were parents 
screaming saying ‘let us get in 
and get to our children’. 

“There was blood inside the 
grounds as well.” 

Investigations are currently 
ongoing and Essex Police put 
extra officer patrols in the area. 

They are also appealing for 
witnesses or anyone with any 


information. 

The group of men were 
described as being in their late 
teens and early 20s.

Man found dead in dead by parents 
had taken cannabis and morphine 


A HARLOW man was found dead 
by his parents after drug misuse, 
an inquest heard. 

Daniel Thomas Kelly, of 
Hailing Hill, was 36 when he 
died on October 21. 

An inquest into his death was 
opened on Wednesday 
Mr Kelly’s parents grew 
concerned of his welfare after 
failing to hear from their son, 
and, after gaining access to his 


property, found him 
unresponsive in his bed. 

An ambulance was called and 
paramedics arrived, but they 
sadly pronounced him dead at 
the scene. 

Cause 

A post mortem was carried 
out on October 21 at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital which 
determined the cause of death to 


be respiratory failure due to 
aspiration pneumonia - when 
liquids, food, saliva or vomit is 
breathed into the lungs or 
airways - and drug misuse, as 
morphine and cannabis was 
found in his system. 

The postmortem also declared 
that he had fatty liver disease. 

The inquest has been 
adjourned until January 16 at 
2pm.

Gate in Harlow after plans to knock down 
the buildings to make way for a new com¬ 
plex were unanimously approved by coun¬ 
cil members this week. 

The area surrounding the popular shop¬ 
ping centre will be replaced with four new 
buildings ranging from three to sixteen 
storeys high, which will include retailers, 
offices and residential properties. 

The application, made by owners 
Addington Capital, was approved by the 
regulatory committee at Harlow Council 
on Wednesday, December 6. 

A total of 447 new homes will be built in 
the area surrounding the Harvey Centre in 
Broad Walk, Market Square and West Gate, 
as well as a pedestrian boulevard which 
would connect Broad Walk and West 
Gate. 

Investment 

The group first applied for planning 
permission in March and has consulted 
various council bodies as well as existing 
retailers and residents during that time. 

Supporters of the scheme say it will 
transform Harlow’s town centre and bring 
in much needed investment from high-end 
retailers. 

It follows the demolition of former shop¬ 
ping walkway Little Walk, which was 
closed in January 2015 and is seen as a 
precursor to the latest development news. 

A new pedestrian boulevard, which will 
connect Broad Walk and West Gate, will be 
in roughly the same location as Little 
Walk. 

A spokesperson for Harlow Council said: 
“The town centre should be more than just 
a place to shop, but a place to live, work and

play as well as enhancing economic activ¬ 
ity, prosperity and wellbeing. 

“This redevelopment as a whole would 
act as a catalyst to draw in additional retail 
provision and trade, and would activate 
major regeneration to the north of the 
town centre.” 

Rolfe Judd, the architects behind the 
new design, say they have kept the essence 
of the original “new-town” design, whilst 
also giving it a modern twist. 

Guy Harris, director of Rolfe Judd, 
which is behind Addington Capital’s 
scheme, said: “This project has been both 
an exciting opportunity and also a chal¬ 
lenge, working with such an iconic archi¬ 
tectural design to conceive a scheme to 
retain the essence of the original design 
with a new interpretation. 

“Throughout we have woven in many 
details to simultaneously capture the spir¬ 
it of the past but set it on a course for the 
future.” 

Opticians giant Specsavers, which has a 
store in Broad Walk, which runs parallel to 
the Harvey Centre, has objected to the

proposals after it was revealed their build¬ 
ing would be demolished to make way for 
the new development. 

The store occupies all three floors in 
Harlow and raised three objections in the 
council meeting on Wednesday. 

However, many have pointed to the 
potential this scheme has for the town as 
reason to support it. 

Matt Dixon, a Torkildsen Way resident, 
said: “I support this development in the 
town centre. It’s about time this part of 
town got some attention and it’s nice to see 
this happening.”

Councillor Tony Durcan, Portfolio Hold¬ 
er for Regeneration & Enterprise, said: 
“I’m pleased that the Development Man¬ 
agement Committee decided that the 
application should be approved subject to 
conditions and a Section 106 Legal Agree¬ 
ment. 

“The committee made it clear to the 
Harvey Centre owners about their expect¬ 
ations and we have confidence that the 
Harvey Centre owners will work with us to 
make a significant and positive change in 
this critical area and principally in regard 
to affordable housing. 


“Now the decision has been made we can 
work hard to ensure the growth is bene¬ 
ficial to all of Harlow not just the new 
community. 

Confidence 

“The plan includes new shops and out¬ 
lets as well as a range of new homes that 
the town needs. 

“This scheme will boost the confidence 
of current and future retailers who want to 
invest in our town. 

“I look forward to working in true part¬ 
nership with the Harvey Centre owners 


and welcome their commitment to Har¬ 
low.” 

The property group now has three years 
before the planning application expires. 

It will have to pay £177,100 to NHS Eng¬ 
land to mitigate the impacts on the health 
service. 

In addition, they will also have to pay 
£146,056 to the Infrastructure Planning 
Officer at Essex County Council for the 
impacts on Early Years and Childcare pro¬ 
vision. A further £432,471 towards sec¬ 
ondary schools would also have to be 
coughed up.

Parts of Essex saw up to 10cm 
(4in) of snow on Sunday, leading to 
road closures and travel problems 
across the county. 

On Monday, more than 50 Essex 
schools were closed due to the 
weather. 

Meanwhile authorities have 
responded to criticism from 
motorists who claimed they did 
not grit the roads. 

Both Essex County Council and 
Highways England came under 
fire during the snow chaos. 

Some even suggested that Essex 
County Council, the authority 
responsible for gritting 40 per 
cent of Essex’s road network, had 
not done a proper job in advance 
of the adverse weather. 

But a spokesman for the local 
authority said it had gritted the 
road at various intervals in pre¬ 
paration for the wintry condi¬ 
tions. 

Councillor Ian Grundy, cabinet 


member for highways, said: “Des¬ 
pite facing challenging conditions 
our gritter crews did a fantastic 
job yesterday with lorries going 
out five times in 24 hours to grit 
the roads and ensure the county’s 
road network moving. 

“On Sunday crews went out at 
3am, 5am, mid-morning, early 
afternoon and again in the even¬ 
ing. 

Moving 

“It takes around three hours to 
grit the routes we are responsible 
for which meant our crews were 
on the road for a total of 15 out of 
24 hours covering over 2,000 miles 
of road. 

An Essex County Council state¬ 
ment read: “As well as our gritter 
crews, we have groups of farmers 
who use tractors with snow 
ploughs to clear more rural roads 
and lanes. 

“Colleagues in the police and

fire service also help to keep the 
roads moving, even escorting grit¬ 
ter lorries to make sure they 
could re-stock on salt and get out 
again quickly. 

“There are no issues with salt 
and grit supply - we are fully 
stocked and indeed, used a double 
concentration once the snow star¬ 
ted to fall. 

“Salt and grit becomes more 
effective when cars and lorries 
roll over it, so with lighter 
traffic yesterday, as it was a 
Sunday, this might have meant it 
took a little longer to become 
effective.” 

In response to complaints made 
about conditions on the A12, A120 
and the A130, Essex County Coun¬ 
cil reminded their social media 
followers that the gritting of those 
roads is the responsibility High¬ 
ways England. 

Highways England has been 
approached for a comment.

Top tips on how 
to achieve good 
science results 


THE secret to success at a 
Harlow school has been 
shared with 1,400 senior 
teachers across the country. 

Francis Collins, director of 
science for the Burnt Mill 
Academy Trust, was asked to 
speak at the PiXL (Partners 
in Excellence) conference at 
Westminster Hall. 

PiXL provides 

opportunities for schools to 
share best practice and to 
raise standards, with two 
national conferences each 
year for the core subjects. 

As one of just six speakers 
on the main stage, Mr 
Collins was asked to share an 
insight with heads of faculty 
into how Burnt Mill 
Academy, in Harlow, 
achieves high grades in 
science. 

He said: “PiXL is an 
organisation run by teachers 
for teachers to share 
strategies to raise attainment 
and resources. 

“I was invited to give a 15- 
minute talk to share our 
strategies on raising Year 11 
attainment as we had such 
high results last year. 

“The idea is for heads of 
faculty to take away new 
ideas to use with Year 11 
within their own schools 
going forward. 

“The feedback I have 
received has been great, with 


lots of colleagues now asking 
to visit us to see the 
strategies in action.” 

Mr Collins, who oversees 
science at the Trust’s 
primary and secondary 
schools in Harlow, Epping 
and Stansted, revealed 
details of the structure of 
study clubs, how data is 
used, how to promote 
independent revision and 
how mock exam papers are 
written and used in 
preparation for the 
summer’s exams. 

He said: “I have often sat 
in the audience at PiXL 
conferences. 

“This was the biggest 
conference they have held so 
far. It was great to get out 
there and to promote what 
we are doing within BMAT. 

“Sharing best practice is 
what my role is within BMAT 
so it is good to have the 
opportunity to share across 
PiXL. 

“I have also picked up 
some new tried and tested 
strategies which we can use 
in our schools, so it was 
really worthwhile.” 

PiXL is a partnership of 
more than 1,700 secondary 
schools, 600 sixth forms, 500 
primary schools and 75 
providers of alternative 
education across the 
country.

'There's no 
replacing 
Carrie'

/4s Star Wars: The Last Jedi 
finally arrives in cinemas, Carrie 
Fisher's last performance in her 
iconic role of Princess Leia is 
unveiled. The film's stars Mark 
Hamill, Daisy Ridley and John 
Boyega discuss life without her 
and taking the franchise forward

T he famous score is 
playing, the logo is 
flashing, the 
opening crawl is 
scrolling across the 
giant movie screen and just 
like that, Star Wars is back, 
as if it had never been away. 

It’s been two years since 
The Force Awakens, the 
seventh instalment in the 
beloved franchise, reunited 
fans with heroes Han Solo, 
General Leia Organa and, 
for the briefest of tantalising 
moments, Luke Skywalker. 

It also introduced 
audiences around the world 
to a new generation of 
fighters to root for - Daisy 
Ridley’s Rey, John Boyega’s 
Finn, and Oscar Isaac’s Poe 
Dameron. 

While 2016’s spin-off 
Rogue One might have filled 
the Star Wars-shaped hole 
in our lives, it is the arrival 
of an all new episode in the 
Skywalker story - this time 
Episode VIII: The Last Jedi - 
that will really sate our 
appetite for new adventure. 

It will also answer those 
lingering questions about 
how the film will pay tribute 
to Carrie Fisher, who died 
aged 60, shortly after 
completing her final scenes 


as Leia and just shy of a year 
before the film hits cinemas. 

Mark Hamill, who has 
played her brother since the 
1977 original, promises the 
latest instalment will be a 
fitting send-off. 

“She’s wonderful in the 
movie,” he says. “She was 
such an integral part of the 
Star Wars family, there is no 
replacing her. 

“We will always miss her, 
but I do know she would 
want us to enjoy it, she 
would want us to be 
laughing.” 

Leaning forward earnestly, 
he adds: “I know she would 
be moved by the outpouring 
of emotion around the 
world because everybody 
reacted to it like a loss in 
their own family but you’re 
going to love her in the 
movie and I just wish she 
were here because we would 
be laughing right now if she 
were. I will never stop 
missing her.” 

Rian Johnson, who wrote 
and directed the film, is also 
anxious the film is a fitting 
tribute to a woman he 
admired so much. 

“It’s an extraordinary 
performance,” he says 
reassuringly. “She’s so 


beautiful in the movie. 

“Obviously, we didn’t 
know it was her last 
performance as Leia when 
we did it but I think it has 
some emotionally resonant 
things in there that I hope 
are really going to mean 
something for the fans.” 

Johnson is also committed 
to providing some twists 
and surprises for those fans, 
who are anxious to see how 
the saga plays out. 

While Hamill’s aged 
Skywalker appeared only 
fleetingly in The Force 


Awakens, when he met 
Ridley’s Rey on an isolated 
outpost in the middle of the 
ocean in the dramatic 
climax, he will feature more 
prominently in The Last Jedi 
and will return to the 
cockpit of the Millennium 
Falcon. 

“He says in the trailer 
‘This is not going to go the 
way you think’, so expect 
the unexpected,” Hamill 
warns. 

“I was shocked. What 
could have traumatised 
him? What could have 


happened that he would 
wind up being this bitter 
elderly recluse? 

“It’s really surprising - but 
just the fact that they could 
surprise me is credit to Rian 
Johnson’s storytelling 
ability.” 

Johnson, best known for 
helming the film Looper, 
will soon be overseeing a 
new trilogy of Star Wars 
films that will explore far 
away corners of the galaxy 
unrelated to the Skywalker 
saga. 

It is unlikely those films 
will include Ridley and 
Boyega, who have become 
international stars since 
they were cast as unknowns 
in The Force Awakens. 

While they will both 
appear in the as-yet-untitled 
Episode XI, Ridley says: “I 
think in my mind I’ve 
already moved away from it. 

“It just so happens I come 
back because there are a few 
of the films, but I did an 
awesome documentary and 
a Studio Ghibli [animated] 
film and Murder On The 
Orient Express just came out 
so I feel very, very lucky that 
people are giving me the 
opportunity to do other 
things.” 


Life has changed beyond 
recognition for the star, now 
25, who adds it can be 
difficult to five up to the 
expectations of Star Wars 
fans: “The distinction can 
become blurry for people 
and ultimately that is a 
character, that is not me. 

She continues: “I try and 
be brave and do all the 
things that Rey does but 
probably don’t succeed as 
well. I’m sure it will gets 
easier.” 

For Boyega, also 25, it’s 
his timetable and travel 
schedule that have changed 
most since he became Finn. 

“It’s the schedule side of 
life that’s a tad bit more 
busy,” he says. 

“Commitments I do have 
are not at home, they are 
always in different countries 
and that is something that 
takes getting used to.” 

But being a megastar 
certainly didn’t stop him 
from showing off his moves 
at the Notting Hill Carnival 
earlier this year. 

“I do my thing there and 
then go back into my hole,” 
he laughs.

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FADING FORCE 


STAR WARS: THE LAST 
JEDI (12A) ★★★★★ 


A s the end credits roll 
on Star Wars Episode 
VIII: The Last Jedi, 
replete with a 
poignant on-screen 
tribute to “our princess Carrie 
Fisher", a bell tolls on 
nostalgia-steeped memories of 
George Lucas’s epic space saga. 

If Episode VII: The Force 
Awakens excitedly crammed 
everything fans love into one 
giddily entertaining origin 
story, the next chapter directed 
by Rian Johnson accelerates 
towards a different kind of Star 
Wars experience. 

“Let the past die. Kill it if you 
have to. That’s the only way we 
can be who we are meant to 
be,” proclaims masked 
antagonist Kylo Ren (Adam 
Driver) during one breathless 
stand-off. 

His doom-laden words 
reverberate throughout 
Johnson’s bloated, special 
effects-heavy picture. 

Knockabout humour is 
imported from a Marvel Comics 
galaxy not so far, far away and 
doesn’t always achieve 
lightspeed. 

Classic slapstick between the 
Rebellion and First Order feels 
awkward when the punchline, 


hanging over the verbal to and 
fro, is genocide. 

Cute critters called Porgs are 
employed to broadly comic 
effect like the Minions in 
Despicable Me, but are 
essentially a lucrative line in 
merchandising. 

The Last Jedi doesn’t sever 
ties completely with the past - 
there are reverential bows to A 
New Hope and The Empire 
Strikes Back, and Mark Hamill 
and Carrie Fisher confidently 
bear the film’s emotional 
weight to heart-tugging effect. 

Their triumphs are, however, 
at the expense of fresh-faced 
fighters on both sides of the 
conflict. 

Performances vary wildly. 


One minute a character can be 
as wooden as the gnarled tree 
where Luke (Hamill) safeguards 
ancient Jedi texts, and 
moments later they milk tears 
of genuine emotion in 
gorgeous, glistening close-up. 

Johnson’s film is nothing if 
not frustratingly inconsistent. 

The balance of power is 
delicately poised as Rey (Daisy 
Ridley) implores island recluse 
Luke to stand with his sister 
General Leia Organa (Fisher) in 
the war against Supreme 
Leader Snoke (Andy Serkis) and 
his vengeful protege, Kylo Ren. 

Leia attempts to rein in 
reckless X-wing fighter pilot 
Poe Dameron (Oscar Isaac) as 
the rebels are stalked by 


General Hux (Domhnall 
Gleeson) and the might of the 
First Order. 

Meanwhile, stormtrooper 
Finn (John Boyega) and rebel 
crew member Rose Tico (Kelly 
Marie Tran) embark on a secret 
mission, and Snoke openly 
questions Kylo Ren’s devotion 
to the dark side. 

“You have too much of your 
father’s heart in you,” snarls 
Snoke. “You’re no Vader. Alas, 
you’re just a child in a mask!” 

Star Wars has been hard¬ 
wired into my cultural DNA 
since childhood so The Last 
Jedi is a bitter pill. 

It’s certainly not a misstep on 
the scale of The Phantom 
Menace, and Johnson engineers 
some jaw-dropping set pieces 
including a visually stunning 
battle conducted on a salt plain 
that throws up plumes of red 
dust. 

More is less in a flabby caper 
of contrivances and 
coincidences that clocks in at 
152 minutes, uncomfortably 
and unnecessarily the longest 
instalment so far. 

Some big questions that 
lingered at the end of Episode 
VII are answered, others remain 
tantalisingly out of reach. 

Two years hence, when the 
cataclysmic storm of Episode IX 
breaks, hopefully I’ll be blown 
away again.

FERDINAND (U) 

★★★★★ 


BAD things happen to inherently good 
computer-animated characters. 

"It's a dog-eat-dog, bull-fight-bull, 
everybody-hate-goat world," laments one of 
the quirky, four-legged protagonists in 
director Carlos Saldanha's joyful coming-of- 
age story. 

Based on the children's book The Story Of 
Ferdinand penned by Munro Leaf and 
illustrated by Robert Lawson, this 
entertaining if undemanding journey of self- 
discovery centres on a Spanish fighting bull, 
who prefers to smell the roses rather than 
stomp on them. 

He refutes the laws of nature, which say he 
is destined to lock horns with a matador in 
the ring, and wants to be judged by the 
generosity in his heart not the potentially 
lethal power of his hooves. 

Alas, creatures great and small are 
reluctant to see past his muscular physique. 

Working from a linear script that repeatedly 
preaches open-mindedness and acceptance 
over prejudice and preconception, Ferdinand 
spins an engaging yarn that will happily 
stampede the affections of younger 
audiences. 

Teenagers and parents may prove harder to 
wrangle in the absence of sophisticated 
humour and heart-tugging emotion to elevate 
the film into the bull pen of modern classics. 

Ferdinand (voiced by John Cena) is raised at 
the Casa Del Toro alongside his hulking father 
Raf (Jeremy Sisto), who is selected to fight in 
the ring. 

"I have to go, it's what every bull dreams 
of," beams the chest-puffing patriarch. 

"Is it OK if it's not my dream?" nervously 
responds nature-loving Ferdinand. 

When Raf fails to return, grief-stricken 
Ferdinand escapes his stable and runs away. 

He is eventually adopted as an oversized 
pet by a girl called Nina (Katie Silverman) and 
her family. 

During a visit to the local market, Ferdinand 
accidentally sits on a bee. A sharp sting 
causes him to rear up and locals flee in terror. 

Police deem Ferdinand a public menace and, 
in a cruel twist of fate, he is returned to the 
Casa Del Toro, where he reunited with fellow 
bulls Valiente (Bobby Cannavale), Guapo 
(Peyton Manning) and Bones (Anthony 
Anderson), and a new addition, Angus (David 
Tennant). 

An old goat called Lupe (Kate MacKinnon) 
is enlisted as Ferdinand's trainer so he is fit 
to face legendary matador El Primero (Miguel 
Angel Silvestre). 

"I've been waiting for this moment my 
whole flea-bitten, tin-chewing life," bleats 
Lupe. 

Ferdinand unfolds at a trot rather than a 
gallop, complemented by colourful visuals 
and lively vocal performances. 

MacKinnon sinks her teeth into the film's 
broadly comic role, chewing on amusing one- 
liners while Cena plays his misunderstood 
central character for pathos.

WHETHER it's hurtling down a 
425ft zip line, crossing a glass- 
bottomed bridge above the ocean, 
spiralling down a water chute or 
edging along a rope course, you 
don't want a sudden attack of 
vertigo on MSC Seaside. 

Of course, there's plenty else to 
do safely inside the ship, from 
shooting zombies in a virtual 
reality cinema or driving a 
Formula One simulator to going 
10-pin bowling or taking in one of 
the seven spectacular theatre 
shows.

Most people appear to be content 
with the cradle, but my journey is 
only half complete. 

I continue to the 1,000-year-old 
monastery, leaving others behind. 
Being alone helps me understand 
why the monks built their small 
place of worship on this island, 
which they believed was at the end 
of the Earth. 

I explore the six stone huts and 
small cemetery with childish 
enthusiasm, continually reminding 
myself this is where the greatest Jedi 
ever lived. 

Ridley was sick for most of the 
time during filming for The Force 
Awakens, hotelier Gerard Kennedy 
tells me as we sit down for dinner in 
Portmagee later on. 

"She was very nervous too," he 
says, although admits she appeared 
much more relaxed when the 
production crew returned in August 
2015 to film scenes for Star Wars 
VIII. 

He's also quick to point out there

I 'M BOUNCING around our 
fishing boat with unbridled glee 
as we steer towards the Skellig 
Islands off the west coast of 
Ireland. 

Christian monks inhabited the 
island for 500 years a millennium 
ago, but it was the arrival of the 
Millennium Falcon in 2015, in Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens, that has 
shot the small rocky outcrops to 
international stardom. 

I do wonder what the monks of 
the Middle Ages would make of the 
sudden influx of Star Wars tourists, 
and the fact their monastery will 
feature as a Jedi outpost for Luke 
Skywalker in the latest Star Wars 
instalment, The Last Jedi. 

Approaching Skellig Michael, the 
larger of the two islands, is a magical 
journey. There are loud squawks as 
we pull into the dock, and puffins 
zip past my ears as I wander 
along a cliff path to the foot of the 
ancient walkway leading up the 
mountainside. 

Only 13 boats are licensed to 
make the journey to Skellig Michael, 
but they won't dock if the water is 
too rough. Thankfully, the Force is 
on my side and I'm one of the lucky 
114 visitors that's allowed to walk on 
the protected island on the day of 


my visit. 

But we're still outnumbered by 
puffins at least 10 to one. 

The delightful birds, with bright 
orange beaks and feet, are 
everywhere, poking their heads out 
of every nook and cranny along the 
hillside as I hike to the island's 
cradle. 

Our guide tells me 
they're not used to 
human contact, 
and so appear 
fearless as I 
creep closer for 
a photo. They 
do, however, 
look extremely 
nervous when 
considering a 
flight out to sea. 

They are the 
complete opposite 
of the gannets and 
petrels who also 
inhabit the island and 
soar majestically 
through the air above. 

Using the slate steps as little 
runways, the puffins waddle 
towards the edge, pausing to 
consider their options, their 
saddened expressions silently 
asking: "Do I really have to do this?"

Then suddenly, 
they launch into 
the air flapping 
their wings madly 
and, without a hint of 
grace, plunge to the 
watery depths below. 

I wonder if they fly so 
close to us because they are truly 
not scared, or simply because they 
are incapable of steering clear of 
obstacles while in flight. 

Those returning to the island land 
with a thud, and then waddle 
towards their nests to answer the 
call of their chicks - an eerie 'moo' 
that sounds like a combination of a 
wounded cow and a lost sheep. 

"The puffins come for the tourist 
season," our guide tells me as I head 
up the slated steps, as Rey - played 
by British actress Daisy Ridley - did 
on her journey to meet Luke, until I 
reach the island's cradle. 

Rey must have run straight past 
Luke on her way to the monastery, 
which is further up beyond the 
point where they meet in the film. 

I take a few minutes to soak up 
the splendid views out to Little 
Skellig and Co Kerry, posing on the 
spot with a lightsaber and Yoda toy 
that someone has thoughtfully 
brought with them.

Star Wars: The Last Jedi is released on 
December 15. NICK McAVANEY travels 
to a galaxy not so far away to find out 
what's on offer in Skellig Michael 
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were no A-list egos on show. 

"They were both very down to 
earth. Mark Hamill (who of course 
plays Luke) even pulled a pint over 
there," he explains, pointing to one 
of their taps which now features in 
their Star Wars tour for guests. 

Gerard humbly admits he didn't 
know anything about Star Wars 
when the production crew first 
arrived, needing his son to explain 
the famous franchise to him. 

Even then, he still wasn't sure 
who Mark Hamill was when they 
left, but assures me he has a better 
grasp of the space saga and the 
Force now.

He has managed the Moorings 
hotel for 27 years and believes the 
Wild Atlantic Way driving route is 
mainly responsible for the area's 
popularity. 


The following morning, I continue 
my journey along the Way to 
Valentia Island, which is seeing a 
resurgence in slate production 
thanks largely to a hefty order from 


the British Government to redo the 
roofing on the Houses of 
Parliament. 

A long time ago, before the slate 
quarry opened, a dinosaur left its 
footprints in a rock on the island's 
shore. Two separate and easily 
identifiable tracks were discovered 
by a geology undergraduate in 1993, 
and there is also evidence of the 
tetrapod's tail, carved around 385 
million years ago. 

Later that night, I witness 
something that may have taken just 
as long to arrive in our skies - not 
from another galaxy, but certainly 
from far, far away - as I join a 
stargazing experience at Kerry 
International Dark-Sky Reserve, one 
of only three 'gold tier' reserves on 
the planet. 

Every photon I see from the stars 
is absolutely unique, explains 
manager, Julie Ormond. 

I feel privileged to be able to 
witness them, and take in a glimpse 
of Saturn and its stunning rings for 
the first time. 

Like most of my childhood 
friends, I always wanted to be a Jedi 
Knight and, as an adult, this is 
probably the closest I’ll ever get to 
realising that dream. 

But even if I can't save the 
universe, at least I've found a small 
part of the planet that's out of this 
world.

A T THE age of 12, singer 

Alexandra Burke won her 
first talent contest on BBC's 
Star For A Night, but her 
career really took off when 
she won The X Factor in 2008, 
beating boyband JLS and performing 
with Beyonce in the final.

What's it been like 
appearing in the 
show just after the 
loss of your 
mother?

It's well out of my control, which 
being in the dance off in week 10 
proved. 

I'm so nervous before each dance, I 
have sweaty palms and my knees 
knock together. 

I feel the pressure of not wanting to 
let Gorka, my family or myself down 
because I love the show and have 
wanted to be on it for years. 

How have you dealt with the 

criticism on social media 
claiming you're not 'genuine' 
and that you and Gorka had 
rows'?

DELE holds them while 
she's performing live. Katy 
Perry sleeps with one next 
to her pillow. Victoria 
Beckham uses them 
backstage at her fashion shows. 

We're not talking about the latest 
iPhone or expensive dog breed. 

These days, the accessory that 
celebrities won't travel without are 
some of the oldest materials on 
earth; healing crystals. 

Crystals have been touted for their 
spiritually aligning properties for 
thousands of years (the Egyptians 
carved grave amulets in lazuli, clear 
quartz and carnelian), but thanks to 
A-listers and social media, they've 
had an unprecedented resurgence of 
late, practically becoming common¬ 
place for today's wellness-smart 
Millennials. 

Instagram's global footprint is 
living proof; the hashtag has been 
used more than six million times, 
mainly as a vehicle for 'crystal hauls' 
(the trend for 'gramming crystals and 
gemstones in artfully curated 
layouts). The industry is now 
reported to be worth well into the 
billions, with slick web stores trading 
in high-end crystals popping up at a 
rapid rate. 

The so-called 'first wave' of healing 
minerals happened in the Seventies, 
but it gave the practice 
a bit of an unfair rep, 
thanks to its connota¬ 
tions of hippyish, 
ponytailed men and 
witchy women who'd 
give Stevie Nicks a run 
for her money. 

Today, spirituality is 
as important as fitness 
to many young people, 
and with ancient 
practices like yoga and 
meditation hitting the 
mainstream, crystals 
are just the latest 
new-old thing we're 
giving more time to. 

"It's not surprising," 
says Reeya Avani, a 
crystal therapist and 
dealer based in a 
well-heeled part of 
London's Mayfair 
(reeyaavani.com). 

"Today's teens feel like 
they have to be on top of 
everything, so there's a lot 
of peer pressure for them 
when it comes to technol¬ 
ogy and trends. They're 
counteracting this by 
falling back on the 
authentic, on what 
was." 

She believes one of 
the biggest reasons 
why people have 
started to invest 
in the practice is 
our plugged-in, vV 
stressed-out 
culture, alongside a 
societal shift away from 
pharmaceuticals. "We 
don't want to be taking 
antidepressants 
anymore," Reeya says. 

"Why pop pills when 
you can heal yourself

with something 
natural? This way of 
thinking is starting to 
make sense to 
, people.” 

Reeya says her 
client base ranges 
from frazzled city 
workers looking for 
spiritual calm, to 
students who would 
rather spend 
money on their 
health than on a 
night out drinking 
during exam 
season. 

Though there's 
, little in terms of 
t scientific evidence, 
the therapy is 
based on the 
premise that 
crystals have 


highly-consistent molecular 
structures that can bring inconsistent 
energies, or 'blockages^ back into 
harmony (a process known as 
'entrainment'). 

Holistic therapists believe crystals 
have unique vibrational frequencies 
that can synchronise with the body in 
several ways, which is why they are 
thought to have different healing 
properties. 

Lapis lazuli is good for back pain, 
Reeya tells me, while chrysocolla can 
soothe the aches and pains of 
arthritis. She uses green aventree, a 
pretty emerald-coloured gemstone, 
on clients with high cholesterol and 
blood pressure. 

The emotional benefits are potent 
too: Rose quartz is believed to be 
good for love and healing a broken 
heart. 

"I don't stay single for long,” 

Katy Perry was quoted as telling 


Cosmopolitan magazine. "I carry a 
lot of rose quartz, which attracts 
the male.” 

Amethyst is a good blanket fixer 
to promote positive thoughts and 
absorb bad energy, while blue 
lace agate and lepidolite is said to 
help calm the Millennial scourge; 
anxiety. 

Reeya's Mayfair office is filled 
with crystals of all shapes and 
sizes, some of which - I discover 
while visiting for a treatment 
session of my own - have been 
organised to form a line leading 
onto the bed. This is called a 
'crystal layout' - sort like a 
spiritual menu, with each stone 
lining up to a different area of 
the body. 

She explains that crystals 
concentrate on seven chakras 
which run from the head to gut: 
the crown, third eyes, throat, 
heart, solar plexus, sacral and root. 
These are the centres through which 
energy flows in our bodies. A blocked 
chakra, Reeya explains, can result in 
mental and physical illness. She tells 
me she originally got into healing 
after going through a traumatic time 
in her life. 

After a day of commuting and 
deadlines, I arrive for my 45-minute 
treatment flustered and stymied by a 
buzzing smartphone. 

Reeya explains that she uses a 
mixture of Reiki and crystal healing 
to help clear the body of bad energy 
and reopen the pathway from crown 
to root - all I have to do is lie on the 
bed, hopefully in a deeply meditative 
state, while the stones are placed on 
my body. 

The entire process is a divinely and 
deeply calming experience. Call it 
placebo if you will - but I could 
practically feel energy thrumming 


through my body as Reeya worked 
from head to toe 'unblocking' my 
stressed-out chakras. 

That night, I slept better than I had 
in months, and the next day felt 
energised, awake and calm. 

There's homework to do after¬ 
wards. People who want to find Zen 
at home can meditate with the stones 
placed over their chakras on the body 
for 20 minutes per day. 

Or, if you have limited time and 
patience - let's face it, we're all busy 
people - Reeya says you can simply 
place some crystals around your 
house and let them do their mystical 
business. 

"Amethyst is brilliant," Reeya 
advises. "It's my favourite stone. I 
think everyone should have a big 
piece in their home or office, as it just 
absorbs the negative energy.” 

Next year, she will start supplying 
crystals to corporate offices in a bid 
to help tackle mental health in the 
workplace. 

The beauty industry is also 
cottoning on - jade and pink quartz 
skin massage tools are a big trend for 
the coming year, while brands like 
Aveda, Kita, Prismologie and Kora 
Organics already sell products 
infused with 'positive energy' stones, 
like tourmaline and clear quartz. 

Clearly, we've barely skimmed the 
surface of'peak crystals,' and 2018 
looks set to be another landmark year 
in their meteoric rise. 

One tip? Just don't go thinking that 
it's New Age. 

"Celebrities have a massive impact 
on the public and what they do. Boy 
George was into crystals, and The 
Beatles were big on spirituality,” says 
Reeya. 

"But it's not new. It's old, sort of 
like going back to basics. People are 
just seeing it in a new light."

THIS CLUB 


MARCUS HUGHES says 
there are few pleasures 
equal to finding a hotel that 
truly captures the tranquil 
and leisurely atmosphere of 
the Channel Islands 

T UCKED up behind the 
harbour of Jersey's 
breathtaking seaside capital 
of St Helier, The Club Hotel 
and Spa is one which invites 
you to set your concerns aside and 
indulge. 

Stepping through its glass-fronted 
doors and sophisticated lobby 
draped with modern art, you find 
yourself standing a little taller. 

Away from the noise of the traffic 
but just a five-minute walk from the 
picturesque harbour's wide range of 
bars, restaurants and clubs, the hotel 
boasts a truly unrivalled location. 

Guests at the four-star townhouse 
hotel are offered access to a roof 
terrace champagne bar, a heated 
outdoor swimming pool, the 
luxurious Club Spa and, not least, 
the one Michelin starred Bohemia 
Restaurant. 

The Club achieves a classy 
boutique styled interior with unique 
sculptures and striking primary- 
coloured rugs throughout. 

Upstairs the sophistication carries 
through into The Club's 38 deluxe 
double rooms. Although in keeping 
with the neutral colour palette, 
chocolate and coffee-toned 
furnishings allow the rooms to 
feel a little separate. 

Floor-to-ceiling windows bathe the 
rooms in natural light, and a sliding 
door invites you to get a whiff of the 
crisp sea air after a few too many 
glasses at the honesty bar. 

As my partner got ready for our 
visit to the celebrated Bohemia 
restaurant, I lounged on the bed 
watching movies from the hotel's 
extensive DVD collection. 

Eventually I managed to rouse 
myself from what was inarguably a

very tempting king-sized feather bed, 
and had a quick shower in the 
generously marbled bathroom. 

Feeling every bit as glamorous as 
our surroundings, we slinked off 
downstairs for our reservation at the 
Bohemia. 

The Bohemia has a solid reputation 
for first-rate cuisine and has been 
firmly placed on Jersey's gastronomic 
map. Chef Steve Smith has held a 
Michelin star since the age of just 24, 
and has headed Bohemia's kitchen 
team since 2013. 

In that time, he's taken the dining 
experience to new heights. In 
September this year, the Bohemia 
became the first restaurant in Jersey 
to receive five AA rosettes, the 
highest a restaurant can achieve. 

Favouring the full theatrical 
experience, we both opted for the 
eight-course vegetarian taster menu, 



which came complete with 
recommendations on the wine list 
from our very attentive host. 

First on the menu was potato, quail 
egg and cep, which sat in a beauti¬ 
fully sweet sauce. 

Next came celeriac and celery 
soup, complete with a slow cooked 
bantam egg and garnished with a 
grated truffle. A large piece of truffle 
broke off into my soup as the waitress 
grated it and I shot a triumphant grin 
at my partner. 

Our two main courses consisted of 
roscoff onion, with chanterelles and 
broad beans. This was my favourite, 
arriving bathed in a beautiful tasty 
gravy. The colourfully presented 
heritage carrot and sea vegetables 
were visually pleasing but I found it a 
slightly sickly combination with the 
saltiness of the vegetables. 

My partner was struggling by this 
point, so we decided to forego the 
cheese course and get straight onto 
the desserts, which we read were 
named sixth best in the UK in the 
Sunday Times top 100. 

They didn't disappoint. We started 
with a sharp, palate cleansing mango 
rice with vanilla and lime. 

This was followed by a small 
guanaja chocolate cake, served with 
raspberry and almond. 

We finished with a coffee each and 
were presented with a selection of 


gorgeous hand-made chocolates that 
we couldn't quite refuse. 

Feeling defeated, and with our 
glamour fading, we decided to sneak 
back up to the room to sleep it off. 

As if we weren't pampered 
enough, the next morning we visited 
another highlight on offer at The 
Club - the spa. 

Focated just off the open-plan 
reception, the luxurious spa boasts 
four treatment rooms. We opted for 
two hour-long aromatic full body 
massages, making us eligible for the 
couples treatment room. 

Having donned the prescribed 
black paper pants, I lay on the bench 
between two towels while I was 
gently, then rather roughly, slathered 
in aromatic oils. 

It was a soothing experience, but 


to both mine, and probably the 
masseur's, annoyance several 
prolonged giggling fits escaped my 
control throughout the hour. 

She was patient and persistent 
though, and I left feeling like liquid 
with a skeleton. 

With a few hours to kill before our 
afternoon tea, we crept downstairs to 
the deserted indoor saltwater pool, 
where we lounged and dipped for a 
happy three hours. 

In all, if you're looking for a 
relaxing base for your adventures 
around St Helier and the island of 
Jersey, you should certainly consider 
putting The Club on your list. 

Its friendly and attentive staff are 
all too happy to assist with your every 
whim to make you feel welcome in 
their quiet corner haven.

garlic clove. 

4. Bake the rye slices in 
the oven for seven to 10 
minutes until lightly 
golden and crisp. 
Remove the rye crisps 
and turn the oven to its 
grill setting. 

5. Remove the kitchen 
paper from the feta and 
place the feta in an 
ovenproof dish just 
large enough for it to fit 
in snugly. Drizzle the 
honey on top, then add 
the thyme and 
lavender. Season well 
with salt and pepper 
and grill for five to 10 
minutes until golden. 

6. Remove the cheese 
from the grill. Serve the 
feta immediately with 
the rye crisps. 


It started with a twist 


T HERE'S a difference 
between 'tampering' 
with classic recipes and 
'improving' them, so 
says two-Michelin 
starred chef, Marcus Wareing. 

The 47-year-old, best known 
for presenting MasterChef: The 
Professionals, and for running 
his three restaurants (Marcus at 
The Berkeley, The Gilbert Scott 
and Tredwells), has created a 
whole book based around that 
distinction. 

New Classics, the follow-up 
tome to 2016's Marcus At Home, 
takes traditional favourites and 
puts a spin on them, as well as 
offering up original dishes the 
Southport-born chef hopes 
"could one day become classics 
in their own right" 

Take his 'new' pineapple 
upside-down cake - a riff on the 
first thing he ever made in home 
economics at school. 

"That day, it was all about the 
creaming method - creaming 
your butter and sugar together to 
make a basic sponge," he 
remembers. "You lined a tin with 
butter and greaseproof paper, 
then put your tinned pineapple 
rings in, your tinned glace 
cherries in the holes in the 
pineapple, then put your mix on 
top, bake it, turn it out - and it's 
like, wow, hey presto - two or 
three actions and you've got 
yourself a fabulous-looking cake. 
So simple, but so much fun." 

His 'new' version still uses 
tinned pineapple (although 
sadly no glace cherries), plus the 
added bonus of a load of rum. 

"I do have a fabulous sweet 
tooth. When I was growing up, 
fruit was a big part of our life," 
says Marcus, recommending his 
poached peach with oat crumb 
and ricotta pudding, and 
recalling beautiful figs he'd buy 
with his father, who supplied 
local corner shops and schools 
with produce. It's those 
memories driving Marcus' next 
venture: growing his own.

I'd see farmers digging 
up the raw produce, the carrots, 
the swedes, the potatoes, and the 
herbs and beetroot that we used 
to get - it was amazing, but I 
never really understood the 
growing aspect of it.

Laurana Verdicchio dei Castelli 
di Jesi Classico Superiore 

(£6.99, Lidl,13.5% abv) Lidl has 
some great white wines this 
Christmas and this one has been 
declared "outstanding” by its 
Masters of Wine team. It has 
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subtle complexity with layers of 
citrus fruit, some herbs and a 
really nice zing. 

Taste the Difference Cote 
Du Rhone (£7, Sainsbury's, 
12.5% abv) 

An award-winning wine, a blend 
of grenache blanc, viognier, 
and roussanne grapes. They 
combine to create a slightly 
creamy wine with notes of 
stone fruit and a zest for life. 

Cune White Rioja (reduced to 
£6.99, from £8.99, from 


December 13 to January 3 at the 
Co-op, 13% abv) If you're having 
smoked salmon you won't go far 
wrong with a drop of this Rioja. It's 
a bit fruity with plenty of charac¬ 
ter, like Sid James in a Carry On 
film. 

Tesco finest* Passerina 2016 

(£6.50, Tesco, 13% abv) This 
wine isn't backward in coming 
forward with citrus notes and 
an underlying tropical treat of 
mandarin and peach. If you like 
sauvignon blanc and wines to 
make your mouth water, try it. 

CHRISTMAS CHOICES OVER £10 
Amalaya Torrontes Riesling 
2017 (£10, Marks & Spencer, 
13% abv) I love this wine from 
Argentina and it would love 
your turkey curry. It's a 



veritable fruit hot pot of lemon, 
lime and grapefruit, with hints of 
honeysuckle and roses. 

Chateau Souverain Chardonnay 

(£10.99, Waitrose, 13.9% abv) 
Good chardonnays have depth 
and honey flavour but not to the 
point where it's like drinking a pot 
of golden syrup. This one gets 
the balance spot on. The 
honey is there, so too a hint of 
marigold (the flower, not the 
rubber glove) and a smear of 
good butter. 


Generations Riesling 
Feinherb 2016 Axel Pauly 

(£14.99, valvonacrolla.co.uk, 
11% abv) Axel Pauly is one 
of the rising stars of 
German wine and he has 
created a wine ripe with 



the spring crop next year," says 
Marcus, buzzing at the prospect. 
"It's the first time I've ever done 
it in my life and I'm really 
excited." 

The idea is that, long term, 
he'll have a kitchen garden to 
cook and write from, and "be 
inspired by what's in front of me" 

In recent years, Marcus has 
been inspiring others as a judge 
on MasterChef, alongside the 
stern but brilliant Monica Galetti 
("Would I fear Monica? No 
chance, haha. She'll probably hit 
me for saying that") and dessert 
aficionado Gregg Wallace. 

We're currently halfway 
through season 10, although 
Marcus admits he's usually more 
interested in watching news and 
current affairs than cookery 
programmes himself, but does 
love Nigella ("She's amazing"), 
while the Hairy Bikers "just make 
me laugh” 

"I'm looking for personality, 
for someone who really wants to 
be here in the kitchen; someone 
who's got ambition to really show 
us what they can do," he says on 
how he goes about identifying a 
winner. 

"Our job is to open up their 
brains up and let them see what's 
possible when you get those 
creative juices flowing. 

"It's on the job feedback at 
quite an intense pace," he adds, 
noting that some "really 
stunning cookery comes out 
towards the end - absolutely 
mind-blowingly 
exceptional"

1 bunch of mint, leaves separated 

and finely chopped 

For the yoghurt dressing: 

150g Greek yoghurt 
1/4 cucumber, grated 
Itsp cumin seeds, toasted and 
crushed sea salt 

METHOD 

1. Mix two teaspoons of the 
harissa paste with the olive 
oil. Rinse the brined lamb 
rumps under cold running 
water and pat them dry with 
kitchen paper. Rub the 
harissa mix over the lamb 
rumps, place them in a 
container and chill for at 
least six hours (up to 12 
hours). 

2. Preheat the oven to 
200°C/180°C fan/gas 6. 



3. To make the fresh mint 
chutney, heat the malt 
vinegar in a small saucepan. 
Add the sugar and dissolve 
over medium heat. Remove 
the pan from the heat and 
add the shallots. When cool, 
add the oil and set aside until 
ready to use. 

4. To make the yoghurt 
dressing, mix all ingredients 
together in a bowl with the 
last teaspoon of harissa paste 
and season to taste. 

5. Heat the vegetable oil in a 
large frying pan over 
medium heat. When hot, 
place the lamb rumps, fat 
side down, in the pan. Cook 
for five to eight minutes, until 
the fat begins to render and

turn a lovely golden brown. 
Turn the rumps over and seal 
on all the other sides for a 
further five minutes, then 
place them on a foil-lined 
dish in the oven. Bake for five 
to 10 minutes, depending on 
how pink you like your lamb. 
Remove from the oven, cover 
with foil and leave some¬ 
where warm to rest for five 
minutes. 

6. Finish the mint chutney by 
adding the chopped fresh 
mint. 

7. Serve the lamb rumps with 
the mint chutney and 
yoghurt dressing, sprinkled 
with the pistachio nuts. Serve 
with a large green salad or 
roasted vegetables. 



INGREDIENTS

50g butter, plus extra for greasing 
4tbsp demerara sugar 
6 ripe plums, halved and stones

METHOD 

1. Lightly grease four 
12-13 cm ovenpro of blini 
pans or ramekins with butter.

180°C/160 °C fan/gas 4. 

2. Put the demerara sugar in 
a small, heavy-based 
saucepan or frying pan. 

Place over a medium heat 
and leave to melt and 
caramelise to a deep golden 
colour, swirling the pan 
occasionally (do not stir) to 
get even caramelisation 

- this will take five to eight 
minutes. Add the butter, 
whisk well and simmer for 
one to two minutes until well 
combined. 

3. Pour a quarter of the 
caramel into each blini pan 
or ramekin then quickly, 
while the caramel is still hot, 
place three plum halves, cut 
side down, into the caramel. 





4. Put the cream, milk, 
vanilla seeds and lemon zest 
in a small saucepan and 
gently bring to the boil. 
Remove from the heat. 

5. In a deep bowl, whisk 
together the eggs and sugar. 
Whisk in the flour, then 
gradually add the hot milk 
and cream, whisking 
continuously. 

6. Pour the batter over the 
plums in each pan or 
ramekin then place in the 
oven for around 15 minutes, 
until golden and cooked 
through. 

7. Remove from the oven, 
dust with icing sugar and 
serve immediately with your 
favourite ice cream.

Q l BOUGHT a 50-inch screen 
HiSense TV from Currys online 
at the end of August, paying 
£499. It was delivered the next 
day but because I had a fractured 
toe at that time, I was more or 
less immobile and I certainly 
could not cope with the effort 
needed to unpack a huge televi¬ 
sion set so it was left in its box, 
and was not checked. 

Last week, I felt better so I got 
a TV installer to come round to 
fix it onto the wall, and link it to 
Sky TV. 

But on unpacking it, there was 
a big crack across the screen and 
the frame was bent on one side. It 
was a total disaster. 

We repacked it and I phoned 
Currys customer services to 
explain the situation. They told 
me because I had left it two and a 
half months to check the set 
there was nothing they could do 
about this. 

Surely as the set was either 
damaged before or during 
delivery it is down to Currys to 
sort this out. Could you please 
advise me on this.

A WHICH? SAYS: Retailers 
delivering large items should 
offer to unpack them and take 
away boxes and other wrappings 
- unless the customer decides 
otherwise. This should apply 
whether you have a lack of 
mobility or not, and irrespective of 
how many people are in your 
home. 

Currys customer service was 
right in saying your were outside 
the 30 day "right to reject” limit 
but should have told you of your 
right to give the retailer one 
opportunity to repair or replace 
goods which, in this case, are 
"unfit for purpose”. 

You could not have damaged the 
set yourself - and you have a 
witness anyway to the state of the 
set when it was unpacked. 

The store will now contact you to 
arrange delivery of a replacement 
TV - or a full refund if you no 
longer need the set. It says: "We 
have agreed to exchange the TV. 
Crews normally offer unpacking 
for inspection and removal of 
rubbish if being left unpacked and 
we apologise if this was not the 
case in this instance. Our service 
team will contact him to arrange a 
delivery." 

In the worst case, you could have 
asked your credit card company to 
arrange a refund under Section 75 
of the Consumer Credit Act. But 
you are happy now.

Lumb Hall is where a young 
Oliver Cromwell stayed in June 
1643 before he fought in the 
Battle of Adwalton Moor in 
Yorkshire, his second of half a 
dozen conflicts he fought in 
during the English Civil War. 

Cromwell was an extraordi¬ 
nary man. With little military 
experience, he rose from 
Colonel to Lieutenant General 
in just three years and, after 
winning several decisive 
battles and reorganising the 



Parliamentary army from the 
roots up, he became Lord 
Protector of the nation in 
1653. 

Grade-1 listed Lumb Hall 
would have been a fitting place 
for a gifted and ambitious 
young soldier like Cromwell to 
relax before a battle. The 
mansion, which belonged to a 
local cloth baron, had been 
built just a few years before he 
visited. And not that much has 
changed since, except for the 
addition of modern conveni¬ 
ences. 

Surviving features that 
Cromwell would have enjoyed 
include its stone fireplaces 
beamed ceilings, oak panelling, 
mullioned windows and, in the 
first-floor hallway, a circular 
stone 'wheel' window that is a 
key part of the property's 
design. 

Outside, the property 
includes a well-maintained 
formal garden, two-car garage 
and a summerhouse.

PG Wodehouse, the 
author of the Jeeves 
and Wooster series of 
books, lived at the 
house between 1927

LAND DRIVEN 
ID A NEW USE 

There was a time when the UK was a 
global player in car manufacturing 
and British-owned behemoths such as 
MG Rover made hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of vehicles every year. 

MG Rover's biggest plant was at 
Longbridge on the outskirts of 
Birmingham where, during its 1970s 
and 1980s heyday, 25,000 people 
worked. But in 2005 the plant, despite 
MG Rover partnering with BMW, 
closed, and the remaining 6,500 jobs 
were lost when a Chinese company 
bought the remains of MG Rover and 
moved production overseas. 

Since then car manufacturing has 
been resurrected in the West Mid¬ 



lands, but the challenges of what to do 
with the former Longbridge site 
remain. One answer is to provide 
space for much needed housing in the 
area. Developer Taylor Wimpey 
recently bought a seven-acre patch for 
£7.6 million which will soon include 
95 new homes. 

"The site of our new Cofton View 
development will always be tied to 
Longbridge's manufacturing heritage, 
and we want to reflect that as best we 
can,” says a Taylor Wimpey spokesper¬ 
son. "Our understanding is that the 
plant also played a vital role in the 
Second World War, when hundreds of 
Hawker Hurricane fighters were 
assembled there." 

The company says it is to install a 
plaque at the site to mark the contri¬ 
bution the plant made to the Long¬ 
bridge area, and to the UK as a whole. 

The site is to open for viewings just 
before Christmas.

creatures which rely on them. 

We are now approaching the 
shortest day of the year, enduring the 
occasional Arctic blast, and our 
gardens often look shrivelled in the 
gloom. 

Summer bedding is but a dream, 
our perennials have retreated, many 
trees are nude and lawns are damp 
and vulnerable to damage. 

But hope springs through with a 
wonderful range of winter berries 
dotted throughout some trees and 
shrubs. 

Berries ensure the survival of some 
species through the seeds they 
contain, which may go on to be 
germinated and become new, young 
plants. They also provide food and 
energy for hungry garden birds; and 
of course berries can be brought 
indoors for decoration in the festive 
season and act as an indoor reminder 
of the wonders of the natural world 
outside. 

Holly and its vivid red berries are 
synonymous with Christmas. In 
Christian symbolism, the prickly 
leaves represent the crown of thorns, 
the berries the blood of Jesus. At the 
moment, holly bushes are laden with 
their crop which some believe 
indicates a harsh winter ahead. 

However, good fruit crops are the 
result of good past weather, not 
prophetic signs of the future. 

Pyracantha bushes are also ablaze 
with intense displays of orange and 
red fruit. 

But look further afield and 
there are shrubs and 
trees producing 
berries ranging from 
white and yellow 
through to blue, 
purple and violet. 

The 

snowberry, 

Symphoricarpos, 
was once widely 
planted in 
Victorian and 
Edwardian times in 
shrubberies and as 
game cover, but is no 
longer popular, possibly due 
to its vigorous suckering and 
spreading habit. 

However, the plump white fruit is a

gift to the birds at the moment and 
looks pretty in the hedgerows. 

Sorbus Pink Pagoda drips bunches 
of pink berries which fade to white in 
winter. It makes a wonderful 
specimen for a small 
back garden as it is 
petite but graceful in 
silhouette and has 
great autumn 
foliage as well. 

Pink Charm is 
another good 
variety with 
shocking pink 
berries. 

For highly 
unusual coloured 
berries, Callicarpa 
bodinieri Profusion wins 
the prize. It will go unnoticed 
as a shrub for most of the year but 
come autumn it produces berries of a 
stunning lilac-purple hue. Best 


planted in groups for good cropping, 
it is aptly otherwise known as 
Beautyberry. 

Also producing berries in the pink- 
to-purple colour range is Gaultheria 
mucronata. Related to the heather 
family, it needs lime-free soil to 
flourish and will look wonderful 
planted among relations such as 
winter-flowering heathers. 

Seaside dwellers will be familiar 
with the sea buckthorn, the hard-to- 


pronounce Hippophae rhamnoides. 

This is a great windbreak plant for 
coastal locations - it is thorny with 
narrow silvery leaves and glowing 
orange berries - the silver and orange

Get pruning apple and pear trees 


■ Jobs this time of the 
year are very weather 
dependent. If you've had 
flooding, you're probably 
best off indoors as pathways 
are slippery and soil 
shouldn't be worked on 
when sodden. 

■ However, if you're itching 
for gardening work, then it's 
time for apple and pear 
pruning. Cherries and plums 
shouldn't be touched during 
winter as this will leave 
them vulnerable to silver

leaf fungus. Apply grease 
bands to the trunks to stop 
overwintering moths 
climbing up and laying their 
eggs. 

■ Harvest leeks, parsnips, 
winter cabbages and 
sprouts, and enjoy home¬ 
grown produce on Christmas 
Day. 

■ Continue to rake fallen 
leaves off the lawn and out 


of the pond - and on to the 
I compost heap. 

■ With temperatures 
plummeting, make sure your 
tender plants are either 
wrapped up or indoors. 

■ Go foraging in your 
garden for attractive 
greenery, berries and 
branches that can be kept 
fresh in a bucket of water or 
sprayed silver, gold or white 
for Christmas decorations, 
wreaths and gifts. 
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make a striking combination 

Viburnum davidii is so 
widely planted that we 
sometimes forget to 
appreciate its beauty. It 
has deeply veined 
evergreen leaves and 
where several shrubs are 
gathered, they will produce 
vivid blue berries in winter. 

If you want to propagate from 
berries, you need to pick them 
when they are completely ripe, so when

you squeeze them they are 
soft. 

Collect and mash them 
through a sieve - a 
household one is fine - so 
that the pulp goes through 
and you are left with the 
seed inside. 

Sow in gritty compost, 
covering seeds lightly and 
leave outside to germinate. 

Some may need more than one 
cold season to get going, so be patient! 


ASK DIARMUID 


Q Please can you tell me 
what these awful warts 
are on the leaves of my 
conference pear trees? I have 
two trees - they are about 50 
years old and always have a 
wonderful crop. 

The problem only started 
last year. It doesn't seem to 
affect the fruit but looks 
awful. My apple tree isn't 
affected. I would like to know 
what causes it. 

I can't spray as I'm 87.

A YOUR trees have pear rust, 
which is a fungus causing 



those bright orange spots. 

Chemical controls to deal 
with this have been phased 
out for the gardener, so you 
will have to rely on pruning 
infected parts of the plant.

CAMELLIA 'YULETIDE' 


Here's a seasonal delight 
named Yuletide. It's so 
Christmassy with its dark 
green glossy leaves which 
form the perfect backdrop to 
its brilliant red flowers. For a 
maximum floral extravaganza 
every year, plant camellias in a 
partially shaded spot with 
protection from the wind. 

They prefer acid to neutral 


soil so an annual addition of 
leaf or bark mulch will be 
welcome and if planting in 
containers, choose ericaceous 
compost. 

The buds of camellia can be 
delicate - make sure they don't 
dry out in the summer when 
they are forming. A liquid feed 
during spring and summer will 
help boost bud formation. 


swellings from the juniper or 
you might consider removing 
the juniper altogether. 

However, the juniper may be 
away from your garden as the 
spores are wind-borne. 

When the pear trees start 
putting on leaf in spring, check 
for the disease and remove 
and destroy infected leaves as 
soon as possible to reduce the 
spread. 

However, you don't want to 
denude the trees entirely as 
this causes its own problems, 
so you may have to accept

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Take the floor 



Y ou know what? 

Underneath that 
tired, possibly 
stained, dust mite- 
infested carpet, 
there's very likely a 
wooden floor that 
could look a million 
times better - if you knew how to sand 
and paint it. 

Luckily for you, I did just that 
recently, so here are my tips for doing 
it yourself... 

-I CLEAR THE ROOM 

X Sanding a wooden floor can be 
dusty, especially if you have gaps 
between floorboards to fill. Take all 
your furniture out, cover shelves and 
mantels with plastic sheeting and take 
the curtains or blinds down. This will 
save you hours of time (and heart¬ 
ache) later, and it's never a bad idea to 
stick the curtains into the dry cleaners 
when you've got them down. 

2 PREPARE THE FLOOR 

Your wooden floor may have cuts 


in it from electrical or plumbing 
fitting, or from various repairs. You 
may even need to replace a board or 
two if they're badly damaged. 

Fill any gaps you find with two-part 
wood filler. If your gaps are wider than 
5mm, you may need to roll up some 
newspaper and press it into die gap to 
give you something to fill up against. 

Carefully lift any mouldings you 
find, which can sometimes sit 
between floorboards and a skirting 
board. If you lift these gently, you 
might be able to salvage them, other¬ 
wise most DIY stores have moulding 
selections you can replace them with. 

If you had carpets down, you'll need 
to lift the gripper rods and any staples 
that held your underlay down. Also, if 
you've taken carpet up, you'll need to 
get a different profile of threshold strip 
for any doorways into the room. 

If you're going to paint the floor, fix 
down any loose, squeaky boards by 
screwing them down before you start 
filling. However, if you want to varnish 
your floor, use brad nails to secure 
your boards instead, as it's a better 


look on wooden boards. It's very 
important not to screw or nail down 
the middle of the end of your floor¬ 
board, as this is where the pipes and 
electrics will run if you have them. 
This is why floorboards are secured in 
the corners instead. 

GET SANDING 

If your room is small, you have the 
time - and if your fingers could stand 
up to the grating they'd get - you 
could sand your floor by hand. But the 
best plan is to hire a drum floor 
sander from any building hire shop. 
They are a bit heavy, but you can 
have them delivered with plenty of 
sandpaper, and they'll do the job very 
quickly and easily. 

Use 40 grit sandpaper to start, if you 
have old varnish or lots of ground-in 
debris, then use 120 grit to finish, so 
the surface ends up smooth. 

Work methodically up and down 
the room, making sure you don't sand 
in one place for too long - the coarse 
sandpaper can really eat into the 
boards. Finish sanding the edges of 



the floor where the sander can't quite 
reach by hand (or you could also bor¬ 
row an edging sander), and then 
sweep and vacuum up the dust. And 
it's a good idea to shake out your dust 
sheets now, so no dust falls on your 
floor while you're painting. 

CHOOSE THE RIGHT PAINT 

You can paint, stain or varnish 
your sanded floor in a wide range of 
colours and finishes, but make sure 
you buy products that are specifically 
for floors - they are harder wearing 
and certainly worth the small extra 
cost per litre. 

You can use 3" or 4" brushes to 
paint with. If you use a roller it will 
leave your floor with a stippled effect, 
which doesn't look so good on a 
painted floor. With a brush, you can 
lay off your paint work for a smoother 
finish - this means painting in the 
direction of the grain of wood, and 
painting any drips back into the wood. 

If you are painting your floor, you'll 
need to put at least two coats of 
undercoat down first. Make sure you 


use a compatible undercoat to the top 
coat you are using - they are often 
designed to work together. I used 
Farrow & Ball paint for my floor, so 
two coats of wood floor primer and 
undercoat, followed by two coats of 
Charleston Gray Modern Eggshell. 

5 DON'T PAINT YOURSELF INTO A 
CORNER 

Most importantly, start on the far edge 
of the room and don't paint yourself 
into a corner (this does happen, and is 
a right laugh when the apprentices do 
it!). 

If you intend to keep your doors on 
their hinges during the job, make sure 
you paint the floor behind them 
before you paint yourself out of the 
room. Also, open the windows so you 
don't poison yourself with fumes. 

Pay attention to the drying times, 
so you can get multiple coats on 
efficiently, and paint the top coats in 
the same way. For stains and var¬ 
nishes, apply in the same way, just 
don't forget that ventilation - they can 
be really smelly.

C ould you do with a 
little more space?

Most extensions are sideways - 
turning unused garages into living 
space, backwards with building onto 


the rear of the house - or upwards, 
converting a loft into a bedroom, and 
perhaps extra bathroom. 

An alternative is the "garden room" 

- effectively a really posh shed fitted 
out as an office or extra living space. 

■ Look around neighbouring 
streets to see what works and 
what does not. 

■ Other than the property itself, 
this is likely to be your biggest 
expense ever. Ensure you receive 
several guotes. But remember 
that cheapest is not always best. 

■ Tie everyone involved down 
with legal contracts. The most 
commonly used is the JCT (Joint 
Contracts Tribunal) Minor Works 
contract, updated regularly to 
incorporate changes in law. If a

AT A GLANCE 


W ith Toyota having thoroughly 
nailed its colours to the hybrid 
powered mast many motorists, 
quite wrongly, have a perception 
that’s all you can have if you 
want to buy a small family car like their 
Yaris. 

Toyota here reveal that currently 55 per 
cent of all Yaris buyers are opting for the 
hybrid and numbers increase all the time 
with the Icon Tech version the best seller. 

Sensibly though Toyota has kept their 
petrol powered non-hybrid options open 
with the latest Yaris range but in doing so 
thankfully have replaced the old, rather lack 
lustre 1.33-litre petrol engine with a new, 
highly impressively more powerful and more 
economical 1.5-litre llObhp petrol engine. 

There’s still further the choice of their one- 
litre, three cylinder petrol engine which stays 
in the new line-up but that’s no comparison 
in overall driveability in my view to this new 
1.5-litre, four cylinder, 16 valve engine which 
also goes to prove again that Toyota still 
knows how to make good internal 
combustion engines when all said and done. 

This 1.5-litre engine is far more flexible 
than the old 1.33-litre and is more 
responsive when accelerating, particularly at 
mid range speeds, helped by a light but 
positive feeling six-speed manual gearbox. 

Admittedly it’s outright road-going 
performance is not up to the sportier levels 
of rival superminis but that’s not what this 
1.5-litre engine is all about and most drivers 
will be more than satisfied with acceleration 
(0 to 62mph in 11 seconds) and a combined 


fuel consumption figure of 58.9mpg (it 
achieved a still commendable 52.2mpg on 
test). 

Toyota’s backroom team has also spent a 
great deal of time in improving the 
suspension and subsequent ride on this 
latest Yaris and whilst its overall a slightly 
stiffer ride the car now soaks up the bumps 
and humps on our roads far more efficiently 
and makes it all more comfortable for 
passengers. 

In terms of non-hybrid models there’s a 
wide choice of engines and trim levels 
ranging from Icon, Design, Excel, Icon Tech 
and as tested here the 1.5i Bi Tone which 
has an on-the-road price of £18,245. 

Cheapest new Yaris is the one-litre, non¬ 
hybrid starting at £12,995 and the cheapest 
with this new 1.5-litre is £15,295 and with 
the same engine the cheapest hybrid is 
£17,595 with a CVT (automatic) 
transmission. 

As always it’s a question for buying 



motorists to do their homework on the sums 
along with deciding whether to go for a 
hybrid or not but certainly this new 1.5-litre 
petrol engine without the hybrid is a worthy 
contender at anytime, particularly in its 
slightly upmarket Bi Tone configuration 
which sits on 16-inch wheels. 

This grade of specification is definitely 
impressive for its price and amongst its high 
level of standard kit on board is Toyota’s 
Safety Sense features like pre-collision 
system, lane departure warning, traction 
control, automatic high beam and more. 

Inside it’s a similar story with air 
conditioning, cruise control, rain sensing 
wipers, rear view camera, leather steering 
wheel, follow-me-home headlights that can 
stay on for up to 30 seconds after the car 
ignition is switched off and much more. 

Staying with the interior for the driver 
there’s an excellent easily adjustable driver’s 
seat, easy to use multi media touch screen 
with other controls and dials better 
positioned than last time around along with 
Bluetooth, DAB radio and a six-speaker 
audio system. 

There’s more soft touch plastic surrounds 
too, nice large side windows and no pillars 
blocking the driver’s view front or rear and a 
little bit more head and leg room than 
before plus plenty of storage spaces even for 
water bottles. 

The rear seats split 60/40 and boot space is 
286 litres which is about par for the course 
for this kind of car and on this Bi Tone 
version there are naturally more standard 
features on board than cheaper models. 


From the outside the Bi Tone certainly 
looks different with its honeycomb mesh 
grille, piano black side mouldings, rear 
privacy glass and rear spoiler making it 
overall more eye-catching then other trim 
level versions. 

This new Yaris already has 5 star NCAP 
ratings and all come with an impressive fist 
of safety features such as ample airbags 
including driver’s knee airbag, tyre pressure 
warning system and road sign assist. 

This 1.5-litre Bi Tone doesn’t quite break 
the 100 g/km mark for C02 coming in at 109 
g/km but insurance is low (group 10E) and 
VED band is just £160. 

Certainly opting for the Bi Tone model 
with this new 1.5-litre engine is worth 
serious consideration because overall it’s 
exceptionally good value for the money in 
today’s market place and it looks different in 
the car park or home driveway with that 
natty styled body.

H ead for central 

France and you can 
drive around a race 
track day or night 
for nothing - but 
don’t forget those pesky 
French speed cameras 
lurking quietly and ready to 
spoil your holiday. 

The address to put in the 
sat nav is the bustling town 
of Le Mans. Even the most 
non-enthusiast car owner 
will recognise it as the place 
where on a June weekend 
every year one of the world’s 
most famous motor races 
takes place. 

And mostly on public 
roads closed for the event 
but otherwise used by locals 
to get to the supermarket or 
into town for dinner. 

Being at the wheel of a 
Jaguar and on holiday in the 
area it was near impossible 
not to head for the track/ 
public road and soak up a bit 
of the atmosphere that 
makes Le Mans a mecca for 
thousands of Brits each year. 

Especially in a Jaguar, if 
you’ve any interest in motor 
sport. For the Coventry cats 
have won the 24 Hours of Le 


Mans a total of seven times - 
with five victories in the 
1950s and then in 1988 and 
1990. 

Of course the Jaguar being 
written about here shares 
nothing but its name badge 
with those track heroes, 
although in R-Sport form it 
looks a bit racy with a body 
kit that includes chunky 
front bumper, extended side 
sills, bootlid spoiler and satin 
chrome side vents. 


Add 19-inch alloy wheels 
in black (£1,255), no-cost 
black window surrounds and 
this corris grey (£650) XE was 
handsome enough to draw 
admiring glances from 
French pedestrians as we 
trundled demurely through 
town. 

Posing for its photos on 
parts of the road/track 
striped with colour and with 
enough sandy run-off to stop 
a runaway racer, the smallest 


Jaguar saloon felt at home, 
and ready to go rather 
further on a gallon of diesel 
than the Audis that made the 
race their own in recent 
years. 

A smudge under 49mpg 
was an outstanding result 
over 1,300 miles, some spent 
with the XE’s automatic 
gearbox in sport setting to 
encourage this compact five- 
seater to feel almost sports 
car lively. 


The economy might even 
have tipped over 50mpg if 
this particular XE hadn’t 
come with optional all-wheel 
drive. It adds 50 kilos weight, 
hits the official fuel 
consumption and emissions 
figures, pops £1,800 on the 
bottom line and only 
engages (the front wheels) if 
it detects slip at the rear. 

I’d be happy to save the 
cash and put most of it 
towards the superb 


advanced parking assist with 
surround camera (£1,610) 
that made parking the XE an 
absolute doddle even in the 
tightest spaces (think 
forecourt of city centre hotel, 
for instance). 

No need for cameras while 
parking the car on the DFDS 
ferries that carried us to and 
from France, where well 
practised arm waving from 
the crew had us stationary 
and heading for the 
comfortable lounge in 
seconds. 

Back in the car, there was 
time to sum up this 
thoroughly modern 
interpretation of a Jaguar 
saloon. Like its handsome 
Sixties’ forebears, there is 
less room in the rear than 
many rivals - tall passengers 
need to mind their heads on 
entry. 

No complaints about the 
way the car goes, though. 
Engage sport and the XE 
turns into a machine eager 
to please on every sweeping 
French country road bend, 
mixing verve with comfort in 
a way that remains uniquely 
Jaguar.

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ROAD TEST: Ford Edge Vignale by Robin Roberts 



T here is a new 

sharpness to the 
Ford Edge Vignale. 
Ford has again raised 
its game and put 
pressure on competitors with 
the high spec Edge Vignale. 

When we first drove the 
Edge Sport with a 180ps 2.0 
TD engine and six-speed 
manual gearbox we found it 
a bit underpowered for a 
model weighing over 
1,900kg. Now with the top 
Vignale’s 210ps output from 
the same engine and 
matched with a very smooth 
dual-clutch automatic/ 
manual six-speed 
transmission it has been 
transformed. 

Not only is it better to 
drive, has quicker 
acceleration and higher top 
speed but, and this may 
seem unlikely, it is actually 
more economical by a 
significant amount, rising 
from 38mpg to over 47mpg, 
a staggering 25% 
improvement, but hard use 
saw it fall to about 34mpg. 

The high specification 
Vignale automatic gearbox 
and trim adds diamond 
pattern leather seat covers 


among its luxury kit and 
slightly raised the kerb 
weight but it has not been at 
the expense of economy. 

Vignale is the top trim 
level in a compact seven 
model range in four grades 
of the all-wheel-drive only 
Edge with a choice of 180 or 
210ps 2.0 turbo-diesel 
engines equipped with six- 
speed manual or Powershift 
dual clutch sequential 
automatic transmission and 
costing between £30,650 and 
£41,165. 

With the Vignale name 
comes a dedicated VIP 
service from Ford and 
partners to offer owners 


special lifestyle opportunities 
and access to selected 
events. 

The more powerful engine 
and automatic transmission 
showed a high degree of 
refinement and quietness 
along with smooth delivery 
and good acceleration. 

It’s still a small capacity 
engine for such a big model 
and this can still be an issue 
when heavily loaded with 
people, luggage or possibly 
towing, but in everyday use 
it distinguished itself. 

I liked the steering weight 
and assistance, it turns in 
well on open roads and has a 
reasonably good circle when 


manoeuvering or parking but 
it needs big spaces and you 
can order park assist and a 
wide-view camera to help. 

Slowing and stopping the 
near 1,950kg five-door SUV 
as very easy with modest 
pedal effort, good assistance 
build up and an effective 
electric parking-brake. 

Secondary controls are 
familiar column stalks, which 
work well, backed up by 
scattered switches along and 
under the facia, on the 
central console stack and 
between the front seats. 

The instruments are big 
and clear with a highly 
visible infotainment screen 


for a multitude of features 
and displays. 

The Edge Vignale is a 
comfortable car. Heating and 
ventilation was 
straightforward, worked well 
and kept the big cabin at 
desired temperature while 
the powered and heated 
front seats were 
supplemented by heated rear 
seats and steering wheel as 
options. 

Access was very good with 
wide opening doors, lots of 
room both in cabin and 
bootspace, which had a high 
floor so it wasn’t deep but 
wide and long instead. 
Oddments space was good. 


The Edge Vignale has a 
good ride in its standard 
setting, slightly firm but 
generally absorbent, and it 
really soaked up all but the 
very worst potholes and 
bumps which could be heard 
passing beneath the car. 

You are aware this is a big 
car from first setting eyes on 
it and corners are out of 
sight most of the time but it 
handles well with a fairly 
neutral feel and a high 
degree of grip. There is 
almost no body roll or 
pitching so rear seat 
passengers are unlikely to 
feel queasy. 

I found headlights were 
powerful, wide and long 
ranging, the wipers among 
the biggest I have ever seen 
and the wash was very 
powerful. 

The options are plentiful 
and need careful 
consideration but they are 
not expensively priced 
compared to some rivals so 
the Ford Edge Vignale is a 
realistic proposition for a lot 
of buyers who would not 
have thought the blue oval 
badge would look good on 
their drive.

AT A GLANCE 


I t’s rare to see cars on 
our roads these days 
that are proper head 
turners. Obviously, if a 
supercar such as a 
Lamborghini or McLaren 
passes by, it will be met with 
a few jealous gasps of 
admiration, but a Toyota? 
Really? 

Well, the model in 
question that gained heaps 
of attention was the Toyota 
C-HR (it stands for Coupe 
High-Rider) which boasts 
angled, sharp styling that 
makes it unique in the ever¬ 
growing crossover market. 

It actually looks like a 
concept car that has just 
driven away from one of the 
prestigious motor shows 
around the world. 

And when you factor in the 
Japanese company’s 
expertise in hybrid 
technology, it’s little wonder 
the C-HR is so appealing. 

The test model was powered 
by the hybrid powertrain 
used on the most recent 
Prius - a 1.8-litre 97bhp 
petrol engine combined with 
an electric motor to deliver 
an output of 121bhp/90kW. 

Priced at £28,085 (£30,475 
with options fitted), the C- 
HR can reach from 0-62mph 
in 11.0 seconds, maxes out at 


105mph and can deliver 
combined fuel economy of 
72.4mpg with carbon 
emissions of just 87g/km. 

But it’s first impressions 
that are so important and 
the C-HR certainly looks the 
business with its futuristic 
and somewhat quirky styling. 

Features include 18-inch 
alloys, LED daytime running 
lights, front fog lights, rear 
privacy glass, follow-me- 
home headlights, a rear 


spoiler and a gritty, athletic 
stance. 

This car came in a bright 
pearlescent white colour 
with contrasting black roof, 
side pillars, door mirrors and 
body mouldings. 

Coupe-like styling is 
achieved thanks to the rising 
waistline, swooping roofline 
and hidden rear door 
handles. 

There is also a strong 
emphasis on the gem that’s 


supposedly a girl’s best 
friend with diamond-shaped 
grooves in the lower grille. 

Move inside and once 
again the C-HR resembles 
something from the future 
with neon blue trim running 
the length of the dashboard 
and into the doors. 

There is full leather 
upholstery and bundles of 
on-board technology to be 
explored, including a JBL 
premium sound system, 


dual-zone air conditioning, 
front and rear parking 
sensors with park assist, 
automatic wipers and lights, 
plus Toyota’s Touch 2 with 
Go set-up that introduces 
the likes of sat nav, on-line 
connectivity and Bluetooth 
via an 8-inch colour 
touchscreen. 

And that diamond theme is 
just as apparent within the 
cabin too with gem-like 
shapes on the steering 
wheel, instrument clusters, 
air vents, door panels, 
speaker grille and the roof 
headlining. 

Comfort levels within the 
car are good and there is 
enough space for a couple of 
passengers to travel in the 
back without being too 
cramped. 

Storage options are also 
thorough with a boot 
capacity of 377 litres which 
can be increased to 1,160 
litres when the 60:40 split¬ 
folding rear seats are 
dropped flat. 

Elsewhere there are plenty 
of handy compartments 
scattered throughout the car 
to store away any knick- 
knacks. 

The C-HR starts up in 
complete silence and pulls 


away very smoothly as it 
accelerates through the CVT 
automatic gearbox. 

Thanks to its low centre of 
gravity - the lowest in the 
compact crossover segment 
- the C-HR can be driven 
enthusiastically with little 
feel of body roll. 

There is a little engine 
noise when pushed hard and 
the CVT box will whine until 
you get used to driving it 
with a gentle right boot. But 
generally, the car performed 
well on any steep inclines 
and can easily keep pace on 
faster roads and motorways. 

All C-HR models feature 
Toyota’s impressive Safety 
Sense package as standard 
which includes a pre- 
collision system with 
pedestrian detection, 
adaptive cruise control, lane 
departure alert, automatic 
high beam and road sign 
assist. This package is 
complemented by a raft of 
other safety systems such as 
hill-start assist, traction 
control, blind spot 
monitoring and rear cross 
traffic alert. 

All in all, the C-HR is quite 
a little gem in a fiercely 
competitive sector and one 
that sparkles and certainly 
stands out from the crowd.

MINI GETS EVEN BIGGER

I t would be interesting to 
see whether BMW could 
stretch the 

magnificently malleable 
MINI brand to 
something larger than a 
Countryman. Currently this 
is the flagship - and the 
largest - model in the MINI 
range. Could there be 
something even bigger to 
come - such as a genuine 
MINI SUV? In truth it’s 
probably unlikely - but who 
knows. 

Indeed for many the 
Countryman is already way 
too large to be a proper 
MINI, and with the SUV 
acronym attached to it 
suggests this is as big as it’s 
going to get for MINI. 

One thing is for sure it is 
way larger than its 
predecessor, the first 
generation Countryman 
which fell short in some 
regards. 

While the original looked 
good it failed to deliver when 
it came to practicality. 

This version has been 
stretched by 20mm, which 
might not sound like a lot 
but in the automotive world 


it makes a huge difference. 

In effect it means rear seat 
passengers are comfortably 
catered for and there’s a 
decent amount of boot space 
- 450 litres. 

The rear bench slides 
forward and back too, a 
particularly useful feature 
which means you can alter 


the balance of legroom and 
boot space. 

Overall the Countryman 
has a proper family car feel, 
combined with bucket loads 
of style. 

While it doesn’t have quite 
the timeless compact profile 
of the standard hatch it’s still 
a seriously good looking car 


that also offers scope for 
almost limitless 
personalisation - one of the 
MINI’S great strengths. 

MINI might not go down 
that full SUV route but the 
Countryman has a fair 
measure of the character of 
an SUV about it, with a 
hugely roomy cabin and 


elevated ride height that 
offers a great and 
commanding view of the 
road ahead. 

It looks good from the 
outside but MINI interior 
styling is another great 
strength. Big circular dials 
dominate and hint to the 
original 1950s Mini but with 
a contemporary flourish that 
is both utterly modern and 
quite unique. 

I loved the sat nav in 
particular and some of the 
funky lighting effects. With a 
fully specced version the 
instrumentation can be a 
little congested but it’s also 
intuitive and easy to use. 

It’s a fun just looking at the 
dash and instrumentation, 
particularly those chrome 
toggles - never mind using it. 

This range-topping John 
Cooper Works (JCW) 
Countryman is a serious 
contender in the hot estate 
or crossover segment - even 
if at more than £31,000 it 
doesn’t come cheap. 

As one might expect it 
benefits from a significant 
performance upgrade. 

The standard Cooper S’s 


2.0-litre four-cylinder has 
been boosted via a new 
turbocharger and additional 
intercooler to deliver 
228bhp. 

As a result this sporty 
crossover will sprint from 0- 
62mph time in just 6.5 
seconds and on to a top 
speed of 145mph. 

Handling has been 
enhanced through firmer 
suspension featuring 
adaptive damper control. 

The end result is a car that 
really is great fun to drive 
and considering it does sit 
relatively high off the ground 
remains remarkably 
composed and flat while 
cornering at considerable 
speed. 

Well-weighted steering and 
a super slick-shifting six- 
speed gearbox complete a 
most satisfying driving 
experience, even if the ride 
quality does err on the firm 
side, as one might 
reasonably expect. 

Grip is enhanced by all¬ 
wheel drive - standard on 
this range-topping model- 
but also available as an 
option on other models.

‘We’re fighting hard 
to make it happen’ 


Knight admits team have had a hard start to season

HAWKS assistant boss Spencer 
Knight has admitted there is no 
hiding from the fact that his side 
have had a tough first half to the 
season, but insists they are fight¬ 
ing hard to turn the corner. 

Harlow remain in 22nd place in 
the Bostik League Premier Divi¬ 
sion table with just 18 points from 
20 games following their 2-1 defeat 
at the hands of Met Police - their 
ninth on the road this campaign. 

“There’s no hiding from the fact 
we’ve had a tough start to the 
season for a number of reasons,” 
said Knight. 

“We’re not where we want to be, 
or believe we should be, but the 
only people that can turn that 
around are the players. 

“We’re fighting hard and stick¬ 
ing together and we’ll turn the 
corner to make it happen. 

“It’s easy to say we’ve been 
unlucky, but the results don’t lie - 
we’ve not been good enough away 
from home. 

“I don’t think we are alone in 
that. If you look across the league 
a lot of teams are struggling away 
from home for one reason or 
another. 

“We try to play the same way 
but away from home it’s not quite 
worked for us. 

“I think it will turn eventually, 
we’ve just got to stay patient and 


remain positive. 

“Our home form is our strong 
point and we’ve got to kick on 
with that this Saturday.” 

Things don’t get any easier for 
the Hawks as they host fourth 
placed Folkestone Invicta, who 
suffered a shock 2-1 defeat at home 
to bottom of the table Worthing in 
midweek, and then travel to high¬ 
flying Staines Town this Tues¬ 
day. 

“It wasn’t a surprise to us that 
Worthing won that game, 
although we beat them last week 
they looked a good side and they 
are definitely one of the sides that 
will finish in the top half of the 
league the way they are perform¬ 
ing at the moment. 

“The reports we’ve had back 
from Folkestone are that they are 
a good team, we know it will be 
tough.

“But anyone coming to our 
place knows it will be hard, so we 
will focus on that. 

“Staines are a really good side 
but we’ve done our homework on 
them. We managed to do the 
double over them last season 
which was great, we’ll try and 
replicate that. 

“We’ve got a few players back 
from injury and illness so hope¬ 
fully going up to the busy Christ¬ 
mas period we’ll have a full 
strength team to choose from and 


that can make a big difference.” 

Sirus Gordon was unwell and 
couldn’t travel for the Met Police 
game, but should be back this 
Saturday. 

Defender Jimmy Shepherd 
(back strain) and midfielder Juni¬ 
or Dadson (dead leg) who also 


missed the game at Imber Court, 
should return for the Folkestone 
clash, but Jideofo Maduako is sus¬ 
pended. 

Sam Clarke, meanwhile, is still 
out long term with a fractured 
elbow. 

“We’re looking to bring in one 


or two more players - a striker 
and a midfielder to give us a bit 
more going forward,” revealed 
Knight.
